m ade to Missouri wheat growers, 
offer*, w heat farm ers the 
oppor­ 
tunity to take part in a 
nation­ 
wide cooperative attack upon the 
serious w heat 
supply 
situation 
now threatening the 
collapse 
of 
the prices received by farm ers, ac­ 
cording to Howard M, 
Shirkey,

servation Commission. 
The AAA 
program , of which acreage allot­ 
m ents are a part, enables farm ers 
of Scott County to Join with those 
of all other wheat counties in the 
United States to relieve the m en­ 
ace of low prices and surplus sup­ 
plies. 
Record w heat acreages for 
the 
lust two years, when wheat far­ 
mers seeded more than 80 million 
acres of wheat, have resulted 
in 
m ore wheat than can be put on 
the m arket at fair 
prices. 
This 
large acreage increase is a funda 
m ental cause of the large 
wheat 
supply and the reason why 
the 
new Farm Act calls for acreage 
allotm ents to keep supplier more 
in balance with consumer and ex­ 
port m arkets. 
The present situa­ 
tion may be sum m arized about as 
follows: 
Wheat growers are 
threatened 
with conditions sim ilar in 
many 
respects to those which prevailed 
in 1931 and 
1932,

while that not receiving the fer­ 
tilizer yielded only 14 bu of wheat

pounds. 
In the use of 
the grain 
drill 
without the fertilizer attchm ent to 
calibrated to deliver 11 to 12 pecks 
vises that the wheat and the fer­ 
tilizer be thoroughly mixed 
to­ 
gether at the rote of 1V4 bushels of 
wheat to 150 pounds of com m er­ 
cial fertilizer. The w heat and fer­ 
tilizer should be put on a 
tight 
floor or wagon box 
and 
turned 
with a shovel several times as in 
the mixing of concrete until it is 
thoroughly mixed. 
The 
m ixture 
Is then ready to place in the gram 
box on the drill. 
The drill should 
be opened up so as to get as near 
1 1 4 bushels of 
wheat 
and 
150 
pounds of fertilizer per acre 
as 
possible. 
Each drill will need to 
be 
individually 
calibrated. 
To 
drill in the proper am ount of the 
wheat fertilizer m ixture the drill 
should be set on the oats side and 
without the fertilizer attachm ent to 
of oats per acre. By placing suf­ 
ficient am ount of the wheat 
fer­ 
tilizer m ixture in the drill to drill 
to >2 an acre, it can be easily 
ascertained w hether the rate is too 
light or too heavy, 
and 
whether 
the drill should be set to sow more 
or less per acre. 
This method of 
applying fertilizer with w heat was 
used in an experim ent last year by 
the Missouri College of Agricul­ 
ture. 
In using the common grain drill 
to apply ft rtilizer there are a few 
precautions that must be followed:

Scott County Agricultural Conser­ 
vation 
Association. 
The 
letter 
points out that rulings just releas­ 
ed by the A gricultural 
A djust­ 
ment A dm inistration provide that 
for farms with a 1939 wheat allot­ 
m ent of more than 8 
acres 
all 
land planted to wheat in the fall 
of 1938 will be classified as wheat 
in connection with the 1939 Agri­ 
c u ltu ra l 
Conservation 
program , 
and for other purposes under the 
provisions of the A gricultural Ad­ 
justm ent Act 
In order not to work a hardship 
on the wheat farm er 
who 
cus­ 
tom arily seeds wheat for pasture 
and not for grain, the rulings pro­ 
vide that m ixtures of wheat with 
25 % or more by weight of barley, 
rye, or vetch, or 50% or more by 
weight of oats, or other 
grains, 
will not be classified as 
wheat. 
This will probably mean that the 
farm er who wishes to participate 
in the wheat program in order to 
be eligible to receive the 
Agri­ 
cultural Conservation paym ent and 
the wheat parity paym ent, which 
total approxim ately 26 cents 
a 
bushel on the normal yield of the 
1939 alloted acres, will use either 
barley or rye, or a 
m ixture 
of 
w heat and barley, or wheat 
and 
rye to meet his sm all grain pas­ 
ture requirem ents 
In this connection, the Missouri 
College of Agriculture makes some 
suggestions concerning the 
m ix­ 
tures of wheat with other crops. A 
combination of barley and wheat 
probably will be the best m ixture 
to use on the better lands south 
of the Missouri River. A com bina­ 
tion of rye and wheat m ay pro­ 
duce more total pasture in north 
Missouri because of possible win­ 
ter dam age to barley. 
However, 


wheat and barley on the best land 
in north Missouri, barring winter 
damage, will product* more pas­ 
turage than w heat and rye. 
In case barley and rye are not 
easily obtainable, oats 
can 
be 
planted with 
wheat. 
Oats 
will 
add to the 
fall 
pasturag< 
and 
though they will freeze out, 
the 
w heat will furnish normal -pring 
pasture providing it 
is 
planted 
heavily enough. 
While the whent- 
vetch combination is good it prob­ 
ably will be used only in southern 
Missouri counties where consider­ 
able vetch is grown and seed may 
be available. 
The circular letter 
points 
out 
that special provisions has 
been 
made for wheat growers with 1939 
w heat allotm ents of 
8 
acres 
or 
less. - W heat growers with 
such 
small allotm ents are offered 
two 
choices if they desire to participate 
in the 1939 A gricultural Conserva­ 
tion Program . 
First, They may plant as much 
wheat as they care 
to 
pasture, 
provided no more than 8 acres are 
harvested fur grain or hay in 1939. 
Ot course, if this option is chosen, 
and if an average of wheat in ex ­ 
cess of the 
farm 
allotment 
is 
planted, the farm will 
earn 
no 
wheat payments. 
However, if no 
mure than 8 acres is harvested for 
grain or hay no deductions

oyer-planting the wheat allotm ent 
will be made from any other agri­

The second option provides that

servation Program paym ent 
and 
the wheat parity payment, which 
total approxim ately 26 cents per
